The Return of Superintendent Dick-
enson Anxfously Awanited,

The dissatisfuction among the switchmen
employed in the Union Pacifie upper and
lower yards promises to result inoa gencral
strike of the men employed in all tho yards
unless the demands of Grand Master James
L., Monaghan, in behalf of the Switchmen’s
Mutual Ald society, are not complied with.
The presentation of their grievances was
made  yesterday  before Mre, Blickens-
derfer, superintendent of the Nebraska di-
vision of the Unjon Pacitic and My, MeClint-
ock, terminal agent of the 13, & M. lines, A
lurge number of witnesses testifiod and Mr,
Blickensdorfer resorved  decision until the
return of Superintendent Dickenson, which
i expected some thme during the present
wiek.

Grand Master Monaghan

Wis seen Yos-

terday ot the Windsor hotel  and asloed
concerning the trouble. He said: “The
trouble I8 mnot  of recent orvigin. It
begun T months aEd when
the Switchmen's Mutunl  Aid  socicty
expelled P H, Mechan, one of the head ofti-
cers of the lodpe. He was charged with

erookedness, nnd it was proven to my  mind
that he Ml been' guilty of approprinting
money belonging to the order, Mechan swore
vengeance, and openly stated that he would
some time hold o position in the Union Pa-
oitle yards that would enable him to put his
foot on the neck of every man belonging to
the soclety. At this time the upper yords
were under the charge of Yordmuster Davis,
and the lower one of Yardmaster Tighe.,
These men were and are common drunkards,
and have been noted for their outrageous
treatment of the men under them.  Old, ex-
perienced and steady switchmen have been
turned out und their places suppliecd by im-
ported meng favorites of the two tyrannical
voard mosters, Most of them were drinking
men, and utterly incapable of performing the
duties to which they were assigned. Moeenan
then began training with these menand soon
‘stood in solid.?

“Soon it was given out that Mechan had
been appointed foreman in the lowoer yvords,
and he procecded stonee to make goosd his
threats of revenge pguinst the union men,
Every indignity that he could think of he
heaped upon them, and while drunk, which
wis ofton his abuse was simply oulrageous.
Tighe, in the meantime, vendered valuabilo
nssistancee in helping Mechan in his revenge,
wnd several old and trusted mon were stm
mauvily discharged,  This man Tighe s 8 con-
flrmed drunkard, and was  dischurged  from
the Santa Fe yards at Kuansas City for
drunkonness and noglect of duty.

“All of these charges were substantiated
B twenty o thirty  witnesses  befurs
the ofMeers of the road, and we hope
that our demand, viz,, the release of Meohan
and Tighe from the yards-will be grantad
If not there will undoubtedly be o ponoral
strike, We don't e o what  other
department  they ure ussignedd,  but
woe won't have them  in the  yards
if we cun help it.  Davis resignod simply bo-
ciuse hoe dare not face an investigation and
this he told me himself, The coustitution of
our order s very conservative and especially
provides agalnst the admitting Lo membership
of drunkards or crimingls, We only wdmit
competent switchmen and use every endeavor
1o protect the interest of the company and the
}m lic at large. 1 am going to Denver for o

ow days but shull return as soon us Mr,
Dickenson and shall then act aceording to Lils
decislon.”

In connection with the above it is stated by
men thoroughly sequainted with the work-
ings of both yurds that If the public could
only know of the neglect and incompetency
of many men employed in the yards, of the
fearful amount of drunkenness and the abuse
to which patrons of the road are subjected
there wonld be an investigation demunded
instantly. If this is true the lives of vitizons
w'e in coustant jeopardy.
